I  beg  to  present  my  ANNUAL  REPORT  for  the  year  1937  upon  the  health  of  the 
Rural  District.

The  district  is  chiefly  an  agricultural  one,  having  a  large  number  of  farms,  many  of  which 
are  milk  producing.  There  are  few  factories  or  industries  other  than  agriculture  in  the 
district. 

Many  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  villages  round  Northampton  go  by  bus  or  cycle  in  to  the 
shoe  factories  in  the  Town.  There  is  not  a  large  amount  of  unemployment.

The  following  figures  are  taken  from  the  monthly  returns  of  deaths,  excluding  Berry 
Wood  : — 2  people  died  between  5  and  up  to  10  years,  3  up  to  20  years,  6  up  to  30  years,  3  up 
to  40  years,  7  up  to  50  years,  17  up  to  60  years,  23  up  to  70  years,  40  up  to  80  years,  22  up  to 
90  years,  and  1  each  of  92,  93,  94  and  96  years. 

Deaths  from  suicide  : — 3  males.  One  age  29  years  by  gas  and  2  aged  65  and  76  years  by 
hanging.  2  youths  of  20  years  were  killed  as  the  result  of  motor  cycle  accidents,  another  aged 
21  was  run  over  by  a  railway  train.  A  man  aged  71  died  from  gas  poisoning  and  one  aged  83 
was  accidentally  drowned.

The  horse  ambulance  has  now  been  placed  in  a  well-earned  retirement.  In  its  place  the 
Council  have  now  an  understanding  with  Daventry  Urban  Council  whereby  they  agree  to 
collect  all  infectious  cases  and  deliver  them  at  either  Staverton  or  Hardingstone  Fever  Hospitals. 
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As  soon  as  the  final  arrangements  have  been  made.  Hardingstone  Fever  Hospital  will  be  closed, 
and  Staverton  Hospital  will  take  all  infectious  cases.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  Water.  Roade  supply  obtained  from  the  joint  supply  of  Ashton  and  Hartwell  was 
piped  to  the  village  and  opened  for  use  during  the  summer.  This  supply  has  been  carried 
through  without  any  opposition  and  was  received  at  the  opening  ceremony  with  every  sign  of 
approval.  It  should  prove  a  great  benefit  to  Roade  as  every  summer  recently  there  has  been 
serious  shortage  of  water. 

Harpole  supply  has  been  kept  under  careful  observation  during  the  year.  Monthly  tests 
as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  have  been  regularly  made  and  these  have  proved  the 
water  to  be  of  good  quality. 

2.  Drainage  and  Sewerage.  The  chief  work  was  the  Valley  sewer  draining  the  areas  of 
Weston  Favell  and  Billing  extending  up  into  the  Brixworth  area,  Moulton  district.  An  Inquiry 
was  held  on  27th  July  by  order  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  There  was  no  opposition  to  the 
scheme  from  anybody.  The  terminus  of  this  sewer  is  being  carried  into  the  Northampton 
Borough  Sewage  Farm  at  Billing. 

Duston.  Beechwood  and  Ashwood  Roads  Area.  Dr.  Roger,  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  was  met  with  the  village  representatives  on  March  18th.  Dr.  Roger  was  in 
entire  agreement  that  this  area  required  properly  sewering  by  the  County  Council  and  roads 
made  up. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  with  the  constituents  of  the  effluent  from  a  factory  at 
Roade  and  a  great  effort  is  being  made  to  overcome  the  difficulties  of  separating  out  various 
deleterious  substances  and  passing  on  a  harmless  effluent  to  the  sewage  beds. 

HOUSING.  One  Inquiry  was  held  on  16th  June.  This  was  one  comprising  several  villages  : 
Ashton,  Cogenhoe,  Denton,  Great  Houghton,  Kislingbury,  Milton,  Wootton,  Little  Houghton. 


SURVEYOR  AND  SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  1937.

Mr.  Chairman.  Mrs.  Starmer  and  Gentlemen. 

I  beg  to  present  my  ANNUAL  REPORT  on  the  General  Sanitary  Conditions  and  Work 
of  my  Department  for  the  year  1937. 

Staff. 

An  addition  to  the  staff  was  made  in  the  temporary  appointment  of  Mr.  N.  H.  Billings  as 
Clerk  of  Works  for  the  new  Housing  Schemes  commenced  upon  during  the  year. 

Water  Supplies. 

Roade.  Work  on  the  new  scheme  was  commenced  in  January  and  finally  completed  in 
October.  The  Official  Opening  being  held  on  30th  October.  The  scheme  has  proved  to  be 
very  satisfactory  and  the  inhabitants  have  expressed  their  appreciation  of  it.  The  estimated 
total  cost  is  £6,073. 

Hardinystone.  The  new  50,000  gallon  elevated  sectional  steel  reservoir  and  new  borehole 
pumping  plant  were  completed  and  put  into  use  during  the  year. 

A  supply  mains  extension  was  carried  out  to  supply  existing  houses  and  proposed  new 
houses  at  The  Warren,  and  it  is  intended  in  the  future  to  carry  this  main  to  the  Newport  Road 
and  eastwards  along  that  road  to  supply  development  there  where  the  present  system  is  from  a 
doubtful  private  well. 

Billing.  A  supply  scheme  from  the  Northampton  Corporation  to  this  Parish  has  now 
been  completed  and  covers  the  whole  of  the  developed  part  of  the  village  as  well  as  potential 
building  land  on  the  Wellingborough  Road  and  south  of  the  village.  The  mains  were  also 
taken  half  way  to  Little  Billing  and  a  connection  has  been  made  so  that  the  private  supply  to 
this  part  could  be  augmented  from  the  town  supply  if  necessary. 

Hackleton.  The  Minister  has  provisionally  approved  of  the  proposed  scheme  and  a  contract 
was  let  for  sinking  the  well  at  Piddington. 

Wootton.  The  proposed  scheme  for  this  village  is  still  held  up  pending  the  finding  of  an 
alternative  source  of  supply  other  than  the  Hardingstone  borehole. 

I  think  that  at  least  one  step  further  might  be  reached  if  sanction  could  be  obtained  from 
the  Minister  of  Health  for  tenders  to  be  invited  for  the  mains  in  the  village  to  be  laid  and  the 
existing  Hardingstone  source  used  temporarily,  by  so  doing,  even  if  the  consumption  had  to  be 
partially  curtailed  in  order  to  conserve  the  supply,  it  would  be  better  than  the  existing 
arrangements  at  Wootton. 

Harpole.  An  extension  of  approximately  one  mile  of  mains  was  made  in  this  Parish. 
The  supply  mains  now  cover  the  whole  of  the  developed  area  of  the  Parish,  providing  means 
of  supply  to  many  outlying  dwellings. 

Brajield.  The  proposed  auxiliary  supply  from  a  spring  has  not  yet  materialised  owing  to 
failure  of  agreement  with  owners. 

Great  Houghton.  Preliminary  estimates  of  cost  for  a  scheme  were  prepared  for  this 
Parish,  but  the  Parish  Council  feel  the  rate  burden  would  be  too  heavy.  A  Public  Supply 
here  is  very  necessary. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  major  alterations  or  additions  have  been  made  in  sewerage  systems  or  sewage  disposal 
works. 

The  reorganisation  of  the  Roade  disposal  works  is  still  held  up  pending  the  solution  of 
finding  the  best  way  of  dealing  with  the  particular  type  of  sewage  received  at  the  Works. 

T.he  provision  of  proper  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  systems  in  many  of  the  Parishes 
is  an  urgent  necessity  and  the  provision  of  piped  water  supplies  is  accentuating  the  need. 


The  cost,  however,  would  be  generally  such  that  in  addition  to  existing  rate  commitments 
the  burden  would  be  too  heavy  for  the  Parishes  to  bear  without  some  substantial  assistance 
from  the  Goveniment. 

Public  Cleansing. 

No  alterations  have  taken  place  in  the  existing  scheme  of  refuse  collection. 

The  adoption  by  the  Council  in  principle  of  the  suggested  general  district  scheme  should 
see  an  improvement  in  this  service,  and  on  completion  of  the  purchase  of  the  proposed  tip  at 
Gayton,  the  scheme  is  to  be  started. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Two  cases,  infestation,  were  reported  during  the  year,  both  Council  Houses.  Disinfestation 
was  carried  out  by  liquid  insecticide  and  gaseous  fumigation  after  the  usual  preliminary  of 
easing  woodwork,  etc.  Each  case  was  successfully  dealt  with,  no  recurring  infestation  being 
reported. 

No  infestation  of  private  houses  has  been  reported. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 

During  the  year,  the  whole  of  the  Register  has  been  checked  up  and  redundant  entries 
removed,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  shows  Producers  146,  Retailers  only  9,  Total  155. 

All  these  registered  premises  were  inspected  in  detail  during  the  year. 

The  conditions  of  the  farms  obtaining  throughout  the  District  varies  considerably,  and 
many  premises  fall  far  short  of  present-day  requirements  ;  it  is  hoped  that  these  will  be 
revisited  and  the  necessary  notices  served  during  next  year  (1938). 

The  sampling  of  milk  has  been  carried  on  regularly  throughout  the  year,  and  a  total  of 
151  samples  were  taken  for  cleanliness.  Of  these,  102  were  good,  6  moderate  and  43  were 
reported  bad.  Included  in  this  total  are  41  samples  taken  at  the  request  of  the  County  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  from  producers  of  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk  in  the  District.  Of  these  2  were 
bad.  Three  samples  were  taken  for  suspected  T.B.  milk  supplies — all  proved  negative. 

Slaughter  Houses. 

The  number  of  slaughter  houses  in  the  District  is  22,  the  same  as  last  year. 

Visits  at  time  of  slaughtering  and  at  regular  intervals  have  been  made  and  56  such  visits 
were  made.  One  hundred  and  eighty-two  carcases  were  examined. 

Note — A  very  gratifying  increase  of  attention  is  now  possible  in  connection  with  cowsheds  and 
slaughter  houses  due  entirely  to  the  addition  of  the  Assistant  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Infectious  Diseases. 

Of  the  1 6  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  which  occurred  during  the  year,  the  removal  of  the 
7  cases  going  to  Hospital  was  supervised  and  disinfection  in  18  cases  was  carried  out. 

Following  requests  for  private  disinfections  after  non-infectious  illnesses,  the  Council 
decided  that  where  carried  out  a  charge  of  5/-  per  room  should  be  made.  Two  such  cases  were 
done  during  the  year. 

Town  and  Country  Planning. 

During  the  year,  the  Mid-Northants  Town  Planning  Committee  was  constituted  comprising 
most  of  the  Local  Authorities,  apart  from  the  County  Borough  of  Northampton,  in  the  County 
together  with  the  County  Council.  The  area  of  the  Northampton  Rural  District  being  included. 

Joint  meetings  were  held  on  occasions  during  the  year,  and  the  statutory  resolution  to 
“  Plan  ”  the  Districts  involved  was  passed  and  the  scheme  got  under  way.  The  total  area  has 
for  convenience  been  divided  into  four  sub-divisions  for  which  separate  Planning  Scheme  for 
each  will  be  formulated. 

Your  District  is  in  No.  2  Scheme. 
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The  statutory  resolution  was  duly  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  on  loth  December, 
1937,  and  all  plans  submitted  to  you  have  now  to  be  examined  from  the  aspect  of  good 
planning  and  consent  or  refusal  given  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  (General 
Interim)  Development  Order,  1933. 

When  the  finally  approved  Scheme  No.  2  is  completed,  the  Articles  of  the  Joint  Committee 
provides  that  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  District  Council  for  administration.

There  has  been  little  infectious  disease  throughout  the  year.  Scarlet  Fever  has  been  the 
most  numerous  again,  scattered  throughout  the  District.  Some  of  the  cases  have  been 
exceedingly  mild  and  have  only  been  diagnosed  when  peeling. 

Roth  Enteric  Fever  cases  occurred  at  Berry  Wood,  they  were  severe  cases  and  both  died. 
One  case  was  apparently  contracted  at  the  patients’  home  and  developed  after  her  return.
